One of the defendants, 
Ferry, was vice-president and director 
of the company. In 1895, the company 
gave him a lease and bond 6n the prop- 
erty. It was agreed Ferry should op- 
erate the premises for two years, pay- 
ing 20 per cent. on ores he should 
mine, with option to pu proper- 
ties for $300,000 at the expiration of the 
lease. 

The bond and lease was afterward 
extended to October 16, 1 Before 
that time, the lessee became financially 
embarrassed and assigned a two-thirds 
interest in his lease and bond.

Nebraska Veteran of the Spanish-

Andrew D. White, former Am- 

bassador to Germany, in an 
‘interview given to the Post Stan- 
dard, states that he was well 
acquainted with M. Von Plehwe, the 
slain Russian Minister, having met 
him frequently in the course of official 
business during his stay at St. Peters- 
burg in. 1892, 1893 and 1894 while he 
(White) was Minister of the United 
States to Russia. Discussing Plehwe, 
White said: 

“At that time, M. Plehwe had not ar- 
rived at the position of full Minister 
of the Interior, but was the first as- 
sistant Minister in that department, 
and in that capacity took up various 
American matters, especially the 
dealings of the Russian government 
with some of the great American in- 
surance companies. The Russian 
government had made the companies 
a great deal of trouble, and I was in- 
structed from Washington to discuss 
the matter, Gen. Bachellor, now judge 
of the international court in Egypt, 
very ably representing the com- 


panies. 

“I think both Gen. Bachellor and 
myself found M. Plehwe very agree- 
able, and apparently, as far as his 
government allowed him, reasonable. 
I also met bim socially at various 
times and found him agreeable and 
interesting. I was therefore greatly 


surprised at learning, when he was 


promoted to the first place, that his 
whole character seemed to change. 
“His part in the horrible massacre 
and plunder of the Jews—-men, women 
and children—at Kishineff caused him 
to be regarded with abhorrence by 
the whole world. Even more fright- 
ful has been his connection with the 


destruction of the liberties of Fin-“ 


land. In my mind, that ig the most 
wicked thing in the history of the last 
two centuries. 

“There is no time to go into it 
here, further than to say that it has 
turned the best, the most civilized, 
the most educated and most loyal 
province in the empire into a land in 
which the opposite of all these char- 
acteristics is more highly developed 
than in any other part of the empire. 
Other things done by him were also 
calculated to bring most bitter ha- 
tred against him. He attempted to 
help his cause by a defense of his 
conduct toward Finland, which was 
published in an American magazine. 
But it certainly must have failed to 
convince any thinking man at all 
aware of the circumstances. 

“During two summers I lived main- 
ly in Finland, coming frequently to 
St. Petersburg, and the transition in 
passing from the cultivation and civil- 
ization of Finland to the atmosphere 
of Russia was the most depressing 1 
have ever known. 

“I do not wonder at his assassina- 
tion, although I deeply lament it. 
Among other reasons for this regret, 
it will undoubtedly be made a pretext 
for new oppression and new cruelties 
toward the Jewish population and 
toward the Finlanders. Assassination 
always defeats its purpose, and this 
will I fear, no exception to the 
rule. 

„can only account for Plehwe's 
atrocious reactionary and despotic 
conduct since he came to the position 
of Minister on the theory that he 
found that the clique in control of the 
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Winter Palace, men and women, who 
seem to have brought the present 
Emperor into subjection to them, 
obliged M. Plehwe, as a condition of 
his tenure of office, to do their will.

NEVADA COUNTY NARROW GAUGE

SACRAMENTO, July 28.—Secretary 
F. G. Beatty represented the Nevada 
County Narrow Gauge Railroad before 
the State Board of Equalization to- 
day. This is the only railroad in the

WAR WITH BRITAIN 
NOT NOW EXPECTED. 


ONDON, July 28.—[{By Atlantic Ca- 
Le The tension in the Russo- 

British relations has been relaxed, 
and no rupture is now probable. Count 
Benckendorf, the Russian Ambassador 
to Great Britain, informed Lord Lans- 
downe this morning that if Russia had 
committed a wrong, she was ready 
and willing to make full reparation, 
but before any action could be taken 
in the Knight Commander case, the 
Russian government must have the 
opportunity of receiving the report of 
the commander of the Viadivostok 
squadron. Lord Lansdowne was not 
disposed to unduly press the matter, 
and promised to wait a reasonable 
time, 

It developed today that the United 
States is depending upon Great Brit- 
ain to obtain compensation for the loss 
of the Knight Commander's cargo. It 
is the custom for shipowners to be re- 
sponsible for cargoes, and therefore 
the American claim is to be made to 
the owners of the Knight Comman- 
der, who, of course, are British, and 
who, in turn, will make the claim to 
the British government. 

IN THE COMMONS. 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A M.] 

LONDON, July 28,—In the House of 
Commons this afternoon Premier Bal- 
four, confirming the announcements 
made in these dispatches, said the 
acute stage of the Red Sea incidents 
had passed, and that the Russian vol- 
unteer fleet of vessels would be with- 
drawn. He laid down the British view 
that no belligerent warship could issue 
from the Black Sea, and that the vol- 
unteer vessels in issuing therefrom, 
if they took belligerent action either 
had no right to issue or to take such 
action. 

The strongest possible exception had 
been taken to the seizure of the Mal- 
acca on the above ground, the e- 
mier added. The Russian government 
had met the British contention in re- 
gard to this particular incident. As 
to the Knight Commander case, the 
government had earnestly and per- 
sistergly protested that the sinking of 
that vessel was contrary to the ac- 
cepted practice of nations. Balfour 
assumed a serious tone as he referred 
to the Knight Commander. 

There are, I am sorry to say.“ sald 
the Premier, “other questions not con- 
nected with these incidents at all 
which must cause some discussion be- 
tween the two governments, and, tike 
all discussions between governments, 
there may be some legitimate cause 
for anxiety. We hold that it is neat 
proper that on the authority of the 
captain af a cruiser that goods al- 
leged to be contraband of war should 
be taken from a merchant ship with- 
ont trial.” 

This statement of the Premier was 
greeted with an outburst of cheers. 

“The proper course,“ continued Bal- 
four, “according to international prac- 
tice, is that any ship reasonably sus- 
pected of carrying contraband of war 
should be taken by the belligerent to 
one of its own ports, and its trial 
should take place before the prize 
court, by which the case is to be de- 
termined.” 

The Premier continued: “More se- 
rious than the others is the case of 
the Knight Commander. If, as informa- 
tion leads us to fear, she was sunk by 
a cruiser of the Viadivostok squadron 
on the ground that she carried con- 
traband of war, in our view it is en- 
tirely contrary to the practice of na- 
tions in war time, and we have ear- 
nestly pressed our view on the Rus- 
sian government. We are under a 
strong impression that when the case 
is brought, as it has been brought by 
us. before the Russian government, 
that they will give such orders as to 
prevent a recurrence of occurrences of 
that character. I feel confident that 
this will be the case.“

INTERNATIONAL LAW. 
QUOTED BY PROF. BURGESS. 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 


MONTPELIER (Vt.) July 28.—In re- 
gard to the international law govern- 
ing the seizure of ships by Russia in 
the Red Sea, the right of search and 
seizure of contraband articles and the 
status of Russian converted cruisers 
in the passage of the Dardanelles, J. 
W. Burgess, professor of political sci- 
ence in Columbia University, who is 
passing the summer in this city, is 
quoted as saying: 


| “Contraband of war may be seized 


by the regularly-commissioned war 
vessels of a belligerent power upon 
merchant vessels carrying the flag of 
neutral powers when in course of 
transportation to the other belligerent, 
provided the search and seizure be not 
made in neutralized waters or in wa- 
ters ander the jurisdiction of a neu- 
tral power. 

“Right of search by the said regu- 
larly-commissioned war vessels of a 
belligerent power of merchantmen 
under the me of neutral powers is an 
established right. Some of the conti- 
nental European nations have sought 
to modify this practice by placing mer- 
chantmen carrying a neutral flag un- 
der convoy of a warship of the neu- 


' tral power and holding that the assur- 


ance given by the commander of the 
neutral warship that there was no con- 
traband articles on any of the vessel 
under convoy should waive the right 
of search, but England has never as- 
sented to this. 

“The Dardanelles and the Bospho- 
rus are neutralized waters. The war- 
ships of no power have any right there 
at all, but the Red Sea is not neu- 
tralized internationally, and not even 
the Suez Canal, as I understand it. 
How much of the Red Sea Great Brit- 
ain will regard as an approach to the 
Suez Canal is an uncertain quantity 
in the calculation. 

“The ancient practice permitted mne 
confiscation of the ship carrying the 
contraband, and Russia alone has not 
renounced this practice. In certain cases 
the old practice is adhered to bv all 
nations; for instance, when the mer- 
chantman under the neutral flag is 
carrying dispatches directly to the oth- 
er belligerent or is carrying the truopa 
of the other belligerents, it is then 
making itself an instrument in the 


The critical thing in connection wl-n 
this point is the search of the mails 
for such dispatches. When this ne- 
comes neessary in the opinion of the 
searching belligerent, he should take 
the mail bags unbroken to the neaiest 
port where there is a Consul of che 
power whose flag is borne by the 
searched vessel, and search them in the 
‘presence of the said Consul. If this 
is not a possible tning, the belligerent 
may proceed without it, but should 
act in perfect good faith and in che 
most considerate manner.”

EFFORTS FOR CONFERENCE: 

At the same time that this step 
was taken by the freight handlers 
present, another effort to bring 
another conference between the pack- 
ers and strikers was made. Henry C. 
Wallace, a writer and lecturer on 
agricultural topics of Des Moines, Ia., 
and A. L. Ames of Buckingham, la., 
president of the Corn Belt Meat Pro- 
ducers’ Association, are the sponsors 
of the new movement for peace. Wal- 
lace and Ames came to Chicago today 
and immediately went ige conference 
with the strike leaders. 

Donnelly and his @ststants were 
told by Wallace of the hardship the 
strike was imposing on the live-stock 
raisers and they were asked if some 
concessions besides those offered at 
the last conference between the pack- 
¢rs and the strike leaders could not be 
suggested in order to bring the pres- 
ent conflict to an end. Donnelly, who 
was made spokesman for the labor 
leaders, said he would welcome an- 
other conference with the employers. 
He also informed Wallace that the 
strikers were willing now to concede 
the time limit in which the men 
should be reinstated. 

At the last conference with the 
packers Donnelly insisted that the 
men be reinstated within ten days. 
The packers refused to agree to this 
limitation, holding to the original 
agreement, which allowed forty-five 
days for reinstatement. Wallace said 
tonight that he and Ames would call 
on the packers’ representatives to- 
morrow and endeavor to bring about 
the desired conference. 


BOTH SIDES CLAIM VICTORY. 
Tonight both sides to the dispute at 
the stock yards were claiming a vic- 


the plants in Chicago are running at 
nearly their regular capacity.

VICTORY FOR PACKERS.

phatic gain of the kind that has been 
made since the general walk-out was 
declared in effect. Eight hundred live- 
stock handlers threw aside their 4 
legiance to the allied trades and this 
afternoon began to handle shipments 
indiscriminately beth for the packers 
in the combine and for the independ- 
ent companies. 

Arthur Meeker of the Armour com- 
pany today declared that the answer 
given by the packers at the confer- 
ence with the State Board of Arbi- 
tration last night reflected in its en- 
tirety the position of the packers, and 
that the statement attributed to him 
that they were willing to go back to 

agreement entered into with Don- 
nelly’s organization was entirely un- 
founded. 

“Our position,” he said, “is that we 
had an agreement with the butchers’ 
organization and the allied tradea, 
which they have failed to live up tm, 
and, un the circumstances, the 
packers do not care to make an fur- 
ther agreements with them. 

“We are now and propose to con- 
tinue managers of our business on this 
basis for the future. Our plants are 
rapidly assuming normal conditions.” 

ollowing the refusal to enter into 
agreements with the striking workmen 
at the stock yards, Swift & Co., today 
tossed a bomb into the camp of the 
sympathetic strikers belonging to the 
allied trades by posting the following 
public notice: it

SOAP SUPPLY SHORT. 


Shortage in the soap supply, partic- 
ularly laundry, hotel and the cheaper 
grades of toilet soap, is one of the pos- 
sibilities of the strike. 

According to the employers, there 
were 13,479 men at work in the big 
packing plants here today, taking ta 
place of more than 25,420 strikers. 

The strike leaders today took under 
consideration a move to induce the re- 
tail market drivers’ union to refuse to 
handle meat from the packing-houses 
affected by the strike, even if a gen- 
eral strike of retail drivers should be 
necessary. 

Reports that freight handlers in the 
employ of the Chicago Junction Rail- 
way Company went on strike yesterday 
were denied today by officials of the 
company. 
While aboard a trolley car Fred- 
erick Matthews, a negro strike breaker, 
was pursued and attacked by a crowd 
of strike sympathizers upon leaving 
the stock yards for home. No arrests 
were made. 

Near City Hall, miles away from the 
stock yards, Mike Harrity, a teamster, 
was kicked and beaten when a wagon 
loaded with meat started from Libby, 
MacNeill & Libby’s branch wholesale 
market in South Water street. 

Picketing today was on in earnest 
around the produce center, and the 
nine Armour branches, the eight Swift 
branches and the four Morris whole- 
sale markets. It was said an attempt 
would be made to tie up completely 
the traffic from the packers’ distribut- 
ing points. 1 

GETTING SKILLED HELP. 

It was further said that the packers 
are getting skilled butcher help. This. 
however, is denied by the strikers, who 
assert that the packers are not getting 
any union men back. The allied trades 
are still waiting for the call to go out. 

According to President Skinner of the 
Union Stock Yards and Transit Com- 
pany, 600 stock handlers became dis- 
satisfied with the prospects of the 
strike today, and returned to work in 
the yards, caring for the live stock. 

The hanging of effigies was the prin- 
cipal work among the strikers and 
strike sympathizers about the stock 
yards today. Miss Anna Rheinhart, 
an Armour & Co. telephone operator, 
today took up the reins and drove a 
bus about the yards. 

Police rule was maintained with a 
firm hand in the neighborhood of the 


stock yards entrances and crowds were 


not allowed to gather. 

President Donnellv of the butchers’ 
organization decided today to open a 
commissary department, where food 
will be given those out of work. The 
union will also supply funds for those 
unable to pay rent. 

Thé teamsters who have 
strike will, it is declared, find their 
occupations absolutely 
from them when the strike shall have 
ended. Hereafter the packers will, 
they say, do no teaming, but will force 
their retail butchers to come with 
wagons to take away purchases. — 

Scared by the overturning of an ice- 
laden car at the Nelson, Morris & Co. 
plant, about forty negro strike break- 
ers refused to work longer. 

STUDENT SEVERELY BEATEN. 

An attempt of a number of Univer-

This afternoon 133 men, all members 
of the union, deserted the strikers and 
returned to work at Armour's plant. 
Twenty-eight are car icers. The oth- 
ers are skilled butchers, who were for- 
merly employed in the cattle, hog and 
sheep departments. Every man was 
put at work at once. 

“We have got the strike won right 
now,” declared Superintendent Con- 
way of Armour & Co, “Every packer 
is going ahead as though there was 
no strike and the operations are in 
full swing. The striking union men are 
deserting and coming back in droves.” 

Word reached the union headquar- 
ters this afternoon that tratnioads of 
white and colored strike breakers, 
gathered in the East, were stopped by 
strike sympathizers, who flagged the 
trains between Whiting and Ham- 
mond, Ind., and that the strike break- 
ers were driven off and scattered. 

A delegation of switchmen employed 
at the stock yards waited on President 
Donnelly and appealed to him to re- 
quest their officers to call a sympa- 
thetic strike. Donnelly will decide 
later what action to take. 

A crowd of packing-house men esti- 
mated at 300 was reported as arriving 
here today from Kansas City and 
Omaha, where they had been on strike. 
They were said to be union men who 
were tired of being idle, but who did 
not want to work in their home towns 
through fear of pickets. ,

into the stock yards up to date that 
the packers in some instances are said 
to be finding difficulty in putting the 
men to work.

The deceased Minister was labori- 
ous in the extreme, but had no trace 
of brilliancy, and was an indifferent 
con versatlonalist. He was, however, 
fond of music, and was accustomed to 
read many French novels during his 
leisure hours. 

KISHINEFF MASSACRES. _. 

In May,1903,M. Von Plehwe was 
appointed president of the Imperial 
Commission appointed to carry out 
the Emperor’s reform decree. What 
part, if any M. Von Plehwe actually 
played in the Kishineff massacres 
will probably never be known but his 
enemies have claimed that he had full 
knowledge of the events 
thereto, through his political friend 
and agent, Kisshouhvan, known as the 
most extreme anti-Semite in Russia 
and proprietor of the Bessarabetz, a 
newspaper of Kishineff. 

It should be added that the allega- 
tions made against M. Von Plehwe 


| have never been proved to be founded 


on fact, and in view of the Emperor's 
inquiry into the matter and the fact 
that Von Plehwe retained the Em- 
peror’s confidence it is only just to 
assume that the charges were un- 
founded. 

The last great public work of Von 
Plehwe, so far as known, was the 
drafting of the peasant code, early 
this year. This is a scheme for peas- 
ant reform, ordered by the Emperor 
in his recent manifesto. 

June 13, of this year, it was an- 
nounced from St. Petersburg that the 
Council of the Empire had approved 
M. Von Plehwe's decree for the re- 
peal of the law under which Jews 
were forbidden to reside within thir- 
ty-two miles of the frontier. This 
measure has been approved by the 
Emperor.

WASHINGTON, July 28.—The fol- 
lowing cablegram was received at the 
Japanese legation, dated at Tokio, to- 
day: “Gen. Oku reports that, pursu- 
ing the enemy ‘with his forces, he ad- 
vanced on the 25th inst. to the north 
of Ta Tche Kiao. The enemy re- 
treated northward, leaving Ta Tche 
Kiao and New Chiatun in flames.” 

BURNING TOWNS. 

TOKIO, July 28. 3 pm.—The Rus- 
sians abandoned Ta Tche Kiao at noon 
Monday, July 25, retiring before the 
advancing army under Gen. Oku. They 
applied the torch to Ta Tche Kiao and 
the surrounding towns, and when the 
Japanese arrived, they found the 
flames were still, raging. 

The Japanese pursuit extended be- 
yond Ta Tche Kiao, and the Japanese 
left wing occupied Yinkow. 

The positions held by the Russians 
last Sunday night south of Ta Tche 
Kiao consisted of nine miles of 
trenches and fortifications. , 
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TERRIBLY GALLING.

LIAO YANG, July 27.—[Delayed in 
Transmission.] The Russian retire- 
ment from Ta Tche Kiao was terribly 
galling to the rank and file, who, after 
two days’ hard fighting, held their po- 
sitions and believed themselves on the 
eve of a great victory. | 

The Russian artillery was better 
disposed than in any previous fight. 
The positions were selected having in 
view the lesson learned at Vafangow. 
The batteries scientifically supported 
each other, all of them being in a po- 
sition to deliver the most effective 
fire. On the last day's fight, July 24, 
the Russians fired 4016 shots, and 
frequently smothered the Japanese 
fire and caused them to shift their 
batteries. 

Col. Paschenko, whose battery dis- 
tinguished itself, had a narrow es- 
cape. He was thrown bodily into the 
air by the explosion of a melinite 
shell, but was unharmed and contin- 
ued to fight. Later, he was wounded 
in the hand while waving a signal to 
the gun. 

At 3 o'clock, the extreme left of the 
Russians was ordered to attack. The 
movement was anticipated by 
the Japanese, however, who hurled 
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themselves on the Russian position. 
The Barnaoulsk regiment bore the 


brunt of the shock, and after a hard 


fight drove off the Japanese in disor- 
der at the point of the bayonet. Mar- 
quis Oyama, commander-in-chief of the 
Japanese field forces, is reported to 
have been personally in command. 
Supplies at Haicheng are running low, 
and the terrific heat and torrential 
rains are delaying movements. 

The Japanese loss at Ta Tche Kiao 
at from four thousand 
to five thousand, resulting chiefly 
from their attempt to take entrenched 
positions in the face of a heavy artil- 
lery fire. 

All is reported quiet on the Russian 
eastern front.

confidence and satisfaction. 
DUTY OF NEUTRALS. 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) . 

LONDON, July 28.—In conclusion, 
Mr. Balfour said: “I cannot help feel- 
ing that there is some misapprehen- 
sion regarding the duty incumbent on 
neutrais. I have so far only stated 
what we believe to be the duties and 
obligations of belligerents, and these 
duties to the best of our abilities we 
mean to see carried into effect, but the 
belligerent of today is the neutral of 
tomorrow. There are duties incum- 
bent on neutrals which must be borne 
in mind by the shipowners of the coun- 
try. It is undoubtedly the duty of a 
captain of a neutra' ship to stop when 
summoned to stop by a cruiser of a 
belligerent, and to allow, without diffi- 
culty, his papers to be examined. That 
obligation on neutrals we have syste- 
matically consistently and sternly en- 
forced when we have been belliger- 
ents, and it would not become us to 
minimise that duty.” 

In reply to a question regarding the 
seizures in the Rec Sea, Mr. Balfour 
said that If any damage had been done 
the claims for compensation would not 
be affected by the Anglo-Russian ar- 
rangement. . 

LANSDOWNE REPEATS IT. 

Lori Lansdowne, in the House of 
Lords. repeated the statement ‘previ- 
ously made by Mr. Balfour in the 
House of Commons. He declared that 
the examination of the cargo of the 
Knight Commander “appears to have 
been very perfunctory,” and added. 

“Under these circumstances the gov- 
ernment could come to no other con- 
clusion than that a very serious breach 
of international law had been commit- 
ted by the captors of the Knight 
Commander. Unde no hypothesis can 
the government conceive that a neu- 
tral ship could be sunk on the mere 
fiat of a cruiser’s commanding officer, 
who assumed that the cargo of the 
vessel included articles which were 
contraband of war. 

“Therefore, I do not suppose that the 
Russian government will hesitate to 
disavow the conduct of the persons by 
whom this outrage for it was an out- 
rage, if the facts are as stated, was 
committed.“ 

Lord Lansdowne, in conclusion, said: 
We consider it to be our duty to lodge 
a strong protest against the conduct 
of these Russian ships. We accom- 
parte l the protest with a request that 
order be: Issued to prevent a recur- 
rence of similar incidents, and we de- 
manded the release of the Knight 
Commander's British crew, which was 
teken to Viadivostok. The manner in 
which the Russian government has 
dea't with the representations we had 
already felt it our duty to make in re- 
gard to other cases justifies the hope 
that the representations we now make 
will not b- made in vain.”

NOT WELCOME. 


GARVANZA PEOPLE OBJECT TO 
REDUCTION WORKS. 


— 


Huge Four-story Smelter Rearing 
itself on Hillside in Arroyo Seco, a 
Short Distance Below Unwelcome 
Lowe Gas Plant—wWill be Fought 
by Residents. 


Leafiess trees, grassiess lawns, shrubs 
that shrivel and stand dwarfed and 
lifeless; and a background of barren 
hills, robbed of their verdure—these 
are the distressing things which resi- 
dents of Garvanza and Highland Park 
are fearing may be in store for their 
beautiful residence section if a halt is 
not called on present developments in 
progress there. 

These people are fearing an invasion 
of a smelter or reduction works, whose 
huge chimneys will belch forth the 
deadly sulphurous fumes and biting 
gases whose breath is death to all 
vegetation within its reach, and whose 
pollution of the air makes even hu- 
mankind wither and pale under its dis- 
tressing influence. 

Garvanga people are thoroughly 
aroused and Highland Park is almost 
equally community is 
termined to d off the threatened 
danger if possible; and several confer- 
ences were held yesterday to discuss 
the best means for the accomplisn- 
ment of this end. 

Meanwhile, out at the east end of 
the Santa Fé bridge across the Ar- 
royo Seco, and almost opposite Avenue 
61, a huge, cumbersome mass of frame- 
work is rearing itself on the hiliside 
adjoining the Santa Fé tracks. It is 
the — of the reduction works 
which the Garvanga people feel cer- 
tain will be a detriment to their com- 
munity.

ICH GOLD ORE 
NEAR NEEDLES. 


EMPIRE FLATS COUNTRY Ar. 
TRACTING MUCH ATTENTION. 


Robert Steen Says Thie Section 
Has immense Possibilities—Los 
Angeles County Mine that Pays. 
San Luise Obiepo Meroury Mine is 
Turning te Gold. 


“The country below the Needles on 
the Colorado River is going to be the 
greatest mining section in the West.” 
said Robert Steen, who has just re- 
turned from a visit to this part of Ari- 
Zona. Mr. Steen has been mining since 
1868, and he is regarded as a conserva- 
time man, who is not given to overesti- 
mating the possibilities of a mining 
country. 

“Although I am pretty familiar with 


that country down there, I was greatly | 


sufprised during my last trip,” con- 
tinued Mr. Steen. The proposed Santa 
Fé cut-off and th> sale of the Mack 
mine recently have created new inter- 
est in mining throughout that vast un- 
developed section, which is laden with 


Nature's riches. The great mineral 
belt of this region crosses the Colorado 


River below the Mack mine, and ex- 
tends up through the Empire Flats 
properties and on to Bill Williams Fork, 


where some very rich gold and copper 
ore has recently been developed, thence 


on through the Chimehauehue Valley 
in the upper end of which some fine 
gold and copper claims have been re- 
cently opened up during the past few 
months; from there the belt extends on 
to the Gold Roads mine. 

“The portion of this immensely rich 


mineral belt which is the most highly 


mineralized and where the greatest up- 


heaval seems to have occurred is at 


Empire Flats, on the Eagle and Carna- 


tion groups of mines. These properties 
belong to Gen. Bouton and associates 
of Los Angeles, and a small amount of 
development work has shown up a 


splendid grade of gold and copper ore. 
All indications tend to show that there 
is an immense deposit of rich ore un- 
derneath from which all of this min- 
eral has been upheaved. 

“Benjamin Blanchard is rapidly push- 
ing development on the famous Mack 
mine, which he bought several months 
ago. I understand that a body of ore 
seven feet in width has been opened in 
this property, which runs over $300 to 
the ton. 

“The Col. Davis groun is now: being 
put in shape to begin operations shortly. 
A tremendous body of low-grade ore 
has been cut at a depth of 120 feet, and 
Thomas Drennan, one of the owners, is 
now on the ground. I understand that 
operations will be resumed on a large 
scale. Other promising properties in 
that region are the Mavis, Beicher and 
Philadelphia groups, also the Aladdin 
— good strike was 
made and w 8 ng out excep- 
tionally well.” 

BIG HORN TO THE FORE. 

After expending over $100,000 on the 
famous Big Horn mine on Little 
Baldy near the headwaters of the San 
Gabriel River, the owners of this prop- 
erty have at last succeeded in getting 
it on a paying basis and ten stamps 
are dropping in the mill which has just 
been placed in running order. The 
ledge, which is over forty feet wide, 
has been cut in the tunnel at a depth 
of 400 feet, and a ine xhaust- 
ible supply of low-grade ore is in 
sig ore averages only about 
$5 per ton, but everything abofit the 
property can be operated cheaply and 
a good profit remains after the hand- 
ling. About 5000 feet of underground 
work has been completed and the ledge

feet. 

The Big Horn mine bears the dis- 
tinction of being the only mine in Los 
Angeles county now on a paying basis. 
It has been worked intermittently for 
about fifteen years, and first 
into the hands of Los Angeles owners 
in 1893. This crowd dropped about 
$15,000 and the property on to 
others. It now owned by the Lov- 
ell and California Mining Company, 
which is composed almost exclusively 
of local men, 

PLACERS IN PLUMAS. : 

J. H. Butts of Hanford is in the city 
for a few days in connection with busi- 
ness of the Blue Gravel Mining Com- 
pany of Plumas county, of which he 
is a director. He has on exhibition 
in the offices of the Providence Gold 
and Copper Company in the Laughlin 
building, some remarkably fine nuge¢ts 
which he says were obtained from the 
bed of an ancient river in Plumage 
county, now under a thick coating of 
blue clay and lava. The auriferous 
gravel was reached by tunneling into 
the old river channel. Mr. Butts says 
that there is a great revival of placer 
mining in Plumas county, and that 
some of the richest mines in the State 
are now being developed in that sec- 
tion. A good deal of Southern Califor- 
nia as well as Colorado capital has 
recently been invested in placer prop- 
erties m Plumas, Tehama and aA- 
joining counties. These properties 
were worked to a considerable extent 
in early days, but were later partially 
abandoned when operations were prac- 


tically Umited to surface diggings. 


odern machinery and methods now 
make it possible to work large areas 
of placer ground that have hitherto re- 
mained practically untouched. 

FROM MERCURY TO GOLD. 

An old quicksilver mine in San Luis 
Obispo county is about to come to the 
front as a producer of gold. 

Alfred A. Wheeler, a geologist, has 
just completed an examination of the 
Oceanic property and returns from 
twenty assays made in San Francisco 
have been received. Every portion of 
the ort body, including parts that hav- 
never been mined at all, have been 
found to contain both gold and silver. 
The highest return from the samples 
gave a value of about in gold to 
the ton. This was the only high assay, 
but the general returns indicate a 
great body of low-grade ore. The gen- 
eral values range from 80 cents to $1.75 
per ton in gold. 

As the values occur in ore that is 
now profitably mined for the mercury 
therein contained, it is argued that 
the gold can be saved after the mer- 
cury has been extracted, with trifling 
additional expense. Mr. Wheeler, says 
that he has measured in the mine 
about 350,000 tons of ore of the gen- 
eral gold value. Tests of the dump 
shrow a quantity of gold-bearing rock 
also. This union of gold, silver and 
mercury is rare, but perhaps the most 
interesting feature of all is the fact 
that these sulphides are found in a 
sedimentary sandstone which contains 
marine fossils embedded in cinnabar. 
The geological formation affords a 
new fleld of study for geologists and 


mineralogists.

A curved incision was quickly cut 
above the wound, four inches long, 
From this, a radius from the curve, 
another incision four inches long was 
made. The flesh was then parted in 
two door-like flaps. 

It was found that both the fourth 
and fifth ribs had been nicked; also 
the sternum. It was seen that the stab 
had gone on, piercing the pericardium 
or sac surrounding the heart. As the 
heart pulsed, it had scratched inst 
the knife blade and torn a hole 
in the right ventricle. 

It was known to be the ht ventri- 
cle by the character of the blood flow. 
Parts of the fourth and fifth ribs 
and sternum were then cut away to 
give room to get the heart out. 

The heart was caught up by artery 
forceps and the lacer tions clamped 
with other artery forceps to keep the 
man from bleeding to death. 

The tear in the heart was then quick- 
ly sewed up with silk, the stitches be- 
ing whipped over and over. 

After the clots of blood were washed 
out of the heart sack,.it was sewed up. 
Last of all the skin was sewed with silk 
worm gut sutures to bring the edges 
of the wound together, an opening 
being left for drainage.

Three Famous Pioneers. 
Da..iel Boone was neither a tall nor 
a thin man. He was not angular nor 
bony. His frame was covered not with 
cloying fat but with firm and easily 
playing muscles, and he carried none 


of the usclezs tissue of the man of 


civilizatio:. His weight was ‘about 
175 pounds.’ Audubon, who met him 
late in his life, says: 

“He ap roached the gigantic in stat- 
ure. His chest was broad and promi- 
nent and his muscular powers were 


visible in every limb. His countenance 


gave indication of his great courage, 
enterprise and perseverance.” Yet in 
person Boone did not quite reach the 
six-foot mark, but was just below five 


feet and ten inches in stature, some say 


five feet eight inches, being therefore 


ot exactly that bulid which good judges 
of men esteem to be most desirable for 
combined strength, activity and endur- 
ance. He was rather broad-shouldered; | 


that is to say, his shoulders nicely 
overhung his hips. All agree that he 
— “of robust and powerful propor- 
ons.“ 

Davy Crockett when he was first 
elected to Congress was a finely pro- 
porticned man, about six feet, 45 years 
of age, of very frank, pleasing and 
open countenance. He was dressed in 
homespun and wore a black fur cap 
on his head when seen by a traveler 
who callei at his house. Going thus 
into publie life, he began to show an 
unusual strength of mind and memory 
almost miraculous. Uneultured, ignor- 
ant, terribly handicapped by lack of 
training and opportunity, he overcame 
it all. In Washington he won national 
popularity. We see in the Crockett of 
1834 a figure not approached by any 


other American statesman so nearly as 


by that other rugged. westerner, Abra- 


ham Lincoln. 


Kit Carson was a grandson of Daniel 
Boone and was born in 1809. Five feet 
six, with twinkling, blue-gray eyes, a 
large and well-developed head, with 
hair sandy and well brushed back.

TRIAL IN PASADENA. 

The warrants were served by Hu- 
mane Officer Medici-de Biron of the 
Pasadena society and by Manager Zim- 
mer. The cases will be tried before 
Justice Congdon in Pasadena.

The story is best told in the words

When they were grading 
Ascot Park over a year ago the stock 
which they were using was in such 
pitiful shape that one of the directors 
of the park association telephoned im 
to this office and begged us to come out 
and put a stop to the cruelty. We did. 
but the advice was héeded only for a 
day. During the month of April this 
company was grading at Arcadia, near 
Baldwin's ranch, using animals that 
could hardly stand. The Pasadena Hu- 
mane Society, which is a branch of 
this local organization, worked on the 
case, Dr. E. L. Conger, Lloyd R. Macy, 
Dr. Parks, the veterinary, and others, 
making several trips to the place to 
procure evidence. Several animals 
were suspended, only to be put back to 
hard labor the next day, or as soon as 
the backs of the humane officers were 
turned. About the time arrests were 
to be made the cocking main took place 
out on the San Fernando road, with 
unfortunate results which demanded 
the entire time and attention of the 
officers of this society, and nothing 
was done in the Arcadia matter. 
COLLARS MAKE GREAT SORES.

WOMEN 
GOING TO WAR. 


JAPS WILL FIGHT TO FINISH, 
SAYS M. A. HAMBURGER. 


Merchant Just Returned from the 
Orient Tells of Conditions There. 
informed Port Arthur May be At- 
tacked Today—Tombstones Pre- 
pared Before Soldiers Leave Home. 


J have it from an inside source that 
Port Arthur will be subjected to final 
attack by the Japanese on July 28. 29 
or 30, or at farthest, during the first 
few days of August.” 

Thus spoke M. A. Hamburger, man- 
ager Of the big department store, yes- 
terday. Twenty-four hours previously 
he had arrived in Los Angeles, after 
two months spent in Japan. 

The same authority,” said Mr. Ham- 
burger, “that fixes the date for the 
attack on Port Arthur, says that their 
own estimate of the loss of Japanese 
soldiers in this proposed attack is 20,- 
000. 
“Every Japanese officer takes an 
oath not to be taken alive, the desire 
Of every Japanese soldier is to be as 
good as an officer, there is not one of 
them who is not ready to die for the 
Emperor, and they fight desperately 
and without fear. 

War, of course, dominates every- 
thing in Japan, but it is true that 
business in all the cities goes on very 
much as if there was no war. Every 
victory is celebrated by a parade, but 
I find that here in Los Angeles we 
know as much about the war as they 


| do in Kobe or Yokohama, if not more. 


It is the most businesslike war I ever 
heard anything about; everything 
works on a system, carefully planned 
and carefully carried out. The news. 
papers issue extras every twenty min- 
utes, giving the latest news, but the 
Japanese are the closest-mouthed peo- 
ple possible to be imagined and they 
tell so very little that One doesn't feel 
that he knows much about what is 
going on. 

“The Japanese will fight until they 
die. That is the way they go to war, 
and the soldier’s family prepares his 
tombstone before he leaves home. The 
hair of every soldier killed in battle, 
so far as it can be secured, is placed 


in a glass jar and returned to the rel- 


atives of the deceased and it is tnis 
that is buried and marked with the 
previously prepared stone. I have seen 
long proccssions of these jars being 
taken out for burial. 

“When the men are all killed off the 
women of Japan will take up arms, 
and all th: children in the country are 
now dressed like soldiers and are 
drilled every day in the tactics. The 
test applied to men when they wish to 
enlist is a peculiar one. At one of the 
cities where 1 spent some time a 
twelve-inch plank was laid across the 
river ald on the farther bank was 
built a stone wall six feet high. The 
men wyere equipped for field duty, in- 
cluding gun and ammunition, and were 
then required to run across the plank 
and scale the wall. A failure to go 
over the wall at the third trial caused 
the rejection of the would-be soidier. 

‘They have no other idea than that 
they will win over Russia, and it is 
their intention to do so or fight until 
their race is extinct. Their officers are 
much superior to the Russian officers 
and their warfare far more scientific. 

“Travel has become more difficult 
since the war began, as all the sleep- 
ing cars and dining cars have been ta- 
ken for the army. The time from Kobe 
to Yokohama used to be fourteen 
hours, but it is now twenty-six hours. 
All their railways are double track 
and the equipment of the best. 

“The celebration in Yokohama on the 
Fourth of July surpassed anything I 
ever vay, and I have ordered some of 
the daylight fireworks sent to me here 
to see if we can't have something like 


it. 

“Prices of commodities are now go- 
ing up in Japan in consequence of the 
war, and s ipplies will naturally dimin- 
ish on account of the great numbers 
of men who are going into the field. 

“I enjoyed my visit very much, but 
in all my travels I have found no place 
in any way the equal of Los Angeles. 
I was delightfully entertained in Japan 
where the people are the most hospit- 
— 8 found anywhere, and was 
enter at a banquet b mer- 
chants of Yokohama.

Who is t e dressing-room thief? | 

This question is asked today by ev- 
ery theatrical manager in Los Angeles, 
and especially by one whom he has 
exasperated almost beyond measure 
Oliver Morosco. 

“This sneak has been making the 
Burbank stage his headquarters for 
more than two months, and although 
other playhouses have seen his shadow, 
his principal operations have been 
confined to the theater at Sixth ang 
Main streets. 

For seven weeks City Detectives 
Jones and Murphy have been stutlying 
all his faint clues in hope to obtain 
some tangible evidence. Three men 
have been before Capt. Auble for 4 
sweating process, and the first of 
week both officers and manager were 
congratulating themselves that the 
skulker had finally. been scared inte 
oblivion, if not quite caught. 

Night before last, just as the con- 
gratulatory plaudits were dying away 
the person entered the apartment of 
Frank MacVicars, during a performe- 
ance when the lights were on and peo- 
ple were coming and going constantly 
and made the biggest hauf of his local 
cureer. 

As before, no sign or tell-tale touch 
has left its mark along the stealthy 
path he must have trod.

It is 
therefore. the easiest mark for a crook, 
and, accordingly, has been the most 
frequented. 

The trouble began two months ago, 
when Miss Rebecca Warren, leading 
woman of a company then playing 
there. lost $20 from her purse. This 
lap upon a table, behind a 
door, along with four other gold 
pieces of the same denomination. Miss 
Warren .stepped out for a moment, 
fastening her door, and returned al- 
most upon the instant.

Water Wanted for City Park Lakes. 


The Finance Committee of the City 
Council yesterday recommended the 
purchase of a children's playground 
for the Seventh Ward. 

The proposed site comprises fourteen 
lets, bounded by Violet street on the 
geuth, Atlantic street on the north, 
nnd hing between Mateo street and 
Santa Fé avenue. A 15-foot alley ex- 
tends along the property on the east 
and west sides. : 
The location was called to the at- 
tention of the Council by R. A. Col-

submit proposals for a site for a play- 
ground in the Seventh Ward, offered 
this location for a consideration of 


$12,000. 

Such an improvement has long 
Gesired by the residents of this vicin- 
ity, for there is no park or other place 
of outdoor amusement in the ward. 

Mrs. Willoughby Rodman and other 
‘members of the outdocr ecction of the 
Civic Federation have devoted much 
time to securing a playground for the 
children of the densely-populated sec- 
tion of the town. The movement was 
also indorsed by many other Semi- 
public organizations, including the 
Chamber of Commerce, the Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers’ Association 
the Municipal League. The only 4if- 
ficulty that has stood in the way of 
the acquisition before has an 
inability to find a desirable site that 
could be purchased for a reasonable

Butcher Knife and Revolver Are 
Stowed Away, and There is to be 
a New Chapter Begun in the South 
Flower Street Flat—Woman Di- 
vorced from Horse Trader. 


“And a little child shall lead them.” 

And that, too, just about explains 
the situation in the Fargher house- 
hold at the present time. The young 
father and mother have been at outs 
for awhile, but differences are being 
compromised, each of the parents finds 
that it takes two to make a quarrel, 
and there is promise of an early re- 
union. 

Arthur Douglas Fargher, the seven- 
year-old boy, is the one who is re- 
sponsible for the reconciliation of the 
parents—if it takes place. 

Mrs. Ella Fargher returned here 
hot-footed from Cleveland several 
months ago, and began a suit against 
her husband, Robert J. Fargher, to 
compel him to support her and her 
son. She didn’t ask for a divorce, but 
just desired that the law hold a whip 
over the husband's head and compel 
him to maintain her and the boy. 

The wife was modest in her demand 
and named 637.50 as the sum that she 
thought she could worry along with. 

As a reason why she was not living 
with her husband Mrs. Fargher 
averred that she had been sent off to 
Cleveland last March, and that her 
husband promised to follow after ina 
day or two with their boy. She said 
that when he didn’t appeaf she came 
back just to find out what his little 
fame was. But when the matter came 
up in court the wife's explanation did 
not prove to be the whole story, by a 
long way. 

The husband, who is a young fellow 
in the employ of the Los Angeles Gas 
and Flectric Company. receives $75 a 
month, stated that his wife had gone 
East with money he supplied, but not 
with his consent. Finally he had 
given her the money just for the sake 
of preserving a semblance of peace, 
the same as he had done on several 
previous occasions. 

The wife conceded that there had 
been a slight difference before she 
took her eastern trip. The husband 
maintained that a slight difference” 
didn't do justice to the ability of his 
wife to “raise old Ned.” He said that, 
although she was not connected by 
family affiliations with anyone in the 
butchering business, she wielded a 
butcher knife with deadly earnestness, 


and threatened to take his life. She 
accentuated her words with a thrust 
from the knife which, though not 


deadly, was suggestive. By that time 
she had worked herself into an ex- 
uberant temper and she rambled 
through the house looking for a re- 
volver that she knew her husband 
possessed: and with which she was 
going to do something fearful. The 
butcher knife was apt to make a 
dirty mess anyway. 

Fargher saw that Mrs. Fargher was 
settling down to steady business and 
took to his heels. He gave her time, 
as he thought, to calm herself, and 
then returned. But Mrs. Fargher’s 
temper hadn't reached zero int and 
she blazed out again sufficiently to 
tell him to “clear out“ —and he cleared 
accordingly. When he once more ven- 
tured to return Fargher said that he 
found that his wife had sold the fur- 
niture, and had begun her trip to her 
parents at Cleveland.

BAD SHOWING. 


Loses His Temper, and the 
Match as Well.

Falling from Grace Causes 
Plenty of Regrets. 


Fine Matches in Mixed and 
Open Doubles. 


Inability to control his temper cost 
Hal Braly his final match for the 
championship of Southern California 
yesterday at Central Courts before a 
large gallery of enthusiasts who had 
paid their good money only to see the 
big fellow make a very disappointing.

On the other 
and, Russia cannot arford to cower 
before any nation at this critical mo- 
ment in her history, and may con- 


fidently be expected to resist any un- 


reasonable demands. Investigations 
are in progress by the Russian gov- 
ernment, and if those investigations 
bear out England's claims and indi- 
‘cate the fairness of England's posi- 
tion, Russia will douotless make all 
due reparation, and will probably 
strain a point, if necessary, to main- 
tain friendly relations with England 
and all other neutral powers. 


There is no cause, at the moment? 


for apprehension. On the evidence at 
hand, Russia appears to have been 
made the victim of some of her too 
impetuous naval commanders who 
have involved their country in un- 
necessary trouble which has already 
caused the St. Petersburg government 
much annoyance and will doubtless 


call for the payment of a large in- 


demnity. If Russia has made a se- 
rious mistake in the Red. Sea, as ap- 
pears probable from the evidence thus 
far submitted, she may be relied upon 
to correct it. England, apparently, is 
not disposed to force the issue, but is 
merely taking the only attitude that 
she can take in the premises. The 
situation is distinctly “binding,” but 
not in a degree which warrants the 
belief that England or other neutral 
nations will be drawn into conflict 
with Russia.

But, suppose that this 
ancient enemy of his, in the words of 
the poet, “is loose on the other side.” 
He hears of the completion of Hun- 
tington’s transcontinental telephone 
line. A bright idea strikes him. rie 
digs into the recesses of his drab col- 
ored trousers and produces the price.

The scene now changes to Los An- 
geles. A messenger boy wearing a 
bright new uniform and freckles on 
his nose knocks at the door of Hiram 
Beaneater’s lodgings. Wanted at 
the long distance,“ he says. At first 
the proud descendant of the first fam- 
ilies of Plymouth Rock is astonished, 
but as he rapidly turng the matter 
(the gray matter) over in his mind a 
blush mantles his pale cheek. That 
girl he met at Long Beach in June— 
ah, yes; he goes down with the boy 
and he (Hiram) walks like a som- 
nambulist dreaming of that one who 
would have tempted St. Anthony 
most.

profit. They delegate the exploitation 
of this “discovery” to their Philadel- 
phia press agent, doubtless believing 
their howl will be more effective 
coming from the East than it would 
be if it emanated fram Chicago or any 
other of the Middle West cities A- 
rectly affected by the strike. 

The absurdity of the charge is too 
apparent to require comment. The 
managers of the great packing indus- 
try have always been accounted men 
of considerable business acumen, and 
it is folly to assume that they would 
encourage labor troubles, or combine 
with anyone to produce them, in the 
face of the fact that these troubles 
mean a daily loss of immense sums 
to the packers—a loss which will ag- 
gregate, when the strike is settied, a 
sum which even the present high meat 
prices could not make good for a long 
time to come. 

Donnelly and his assistants foresee 
the failure of the strike. They know 
they made a fatal blunder in renewing 
it without cause. They also know 
they made an error in permitting a 
“sympathetic” strike among the al- 
lied trades. The packers have re- 
fused to make further agreements 
with the unionists. They are rapidly 
filling the places of the strikers with 
non-union men, and their plants will 
soon be operating at full capacity. 
The situation is desperate for Don- 
nelly and his followers. Already 
more than 800 strikers have forsaken 
the union and have returned to 
work. Unless we mistake the 
temper of the packers, they will 
consider no compromise or settle 
ment which does not provide for 
the “open shop” and the individual 
contract. This simply means defeat 
for the strikers. It means that some 
of them will be taken back, but that 
most of them will be out of employ- 
ment. It is a gloomy outlook for the 
unfortunate workingmen who have 
permitted themselves to be led inte 
wrong paths by their demagogué 
“leaders.” But if the laboring classes 
persist in following the dictates of 
such men, they must take the eos 
sequences. Their only hope for peace 
and prosperity lies in repudiating 
their selfish, hot-headed and per- 
nicious leaders“ and agitators, and 
reorganizing upon sane lines and 
under wise and reasonable managers. 


NOTHER ANARCHISTS’ VICTIM. 
The cowardly assassination of M. 
Von Plehwe, Russia's Minister of the 
Interior, is evidence that the Czar 
must guard his government against 
its stealthy and snake-like enemies 
at home, as well as meet its crafty 
foes in battle array in the Far East. 
Thursday's despicable murder re- 
moves one of the Czar’s most valuable 
government officers. Von Plehwe's 
power was considered second only to 
that of the Czar, attributable in large 
measure to his control of the police 
and of the press through the censors. 
Prior to his appointment as Minister 
of the Interior in 1902, when he suc- 
ceeded M. Siplaguine, who was as- 
sassinated April 16 of that year, M. 
Phehwe had been director of the De- 
partment of Police. He conducted the 
prosecution of the assassins of Em- 
peror Alexander II, who was wmur- 
dered in 1881, and later reorganized 
the entire police department. He has 
been steadily gaining influence and 
at the time of his death was regarded 
as “the power behind the _ throne,” 
the Czar's chief reliance. 
The early reports to the effect that 
his assassin is a Jew appear to have 
been incorrect, and doubtless were 
suggested by the fact that Plehwe 
was at the head of the Imperial Com- 
mission appointed in May, 1903, to 
carry out the Czar’s reform decree, 
and was ‘alleged to have had full 
knowledge of the events leading up to 
the Kisheneff massacres; but his con- 
nection with them bus never been es- 
tablished. 
Before M. Von Plehwe was called 
to take the portfolio of the Minister

The last two years of Von Plehwe's 
political life were ked by intense 
rivalry between the sister of the 
Interior and M. Witte, former Min- 
ister of Finance and now president of 
the Committee of Ministers.

The Chicago packers yesterday won 
a significant victory in their contest 
with the strikihg employés, when over 
eight hundred strikers deserted 
union ranks and returned to work. It 
only remains for the packers to stand 
fast and they will win a splendid vic- 
tory and will, in future, know the 
blessings of being free from the dom- 
ination of unioniam which has made 
trouble for them every year and which 
has brought great financial loss to 
them. The strike is practically broken 
now. In addition to the union mem- 
bers who have returned to work, there 
are thousands of non-union men who 
are securing employment in the pack- 
itig-houses. As one of the superin- 
tendents of the Armour plant ex- 
pressed it, “every packer is going 
ahead as though there was no strike 
and the operations are in full swing.” 


The arid land reclamation fund held 
by the Treasury Department now 
amounts to approximately $25,000,000, 
according to the report of the auditor 
of the Interior Department for the fis- 
cal year ended June 30 last. This is 
a large gain. during the last fiscal year, 
as the fund aggregated only $16,444,339 
at the close of the fiscal year June 30, 
1908.

I cannot for a moment believe that 
such jealousies exist, nor can I think 
that any number of comrades have so 
stupid a notion of democracy.

Chemistry in the Pulpit. 


It was announced in the Leeds dis- 
trict at the close of last week that on 
Sunday th: Rev. W. Cunliffe, B. A.. of 
Bradford, would preach in Farsley par- 
ish church on the subject of miracles, 
and that he would illustrate his ser- 
mon by chemical experiments. 

Miracles are being publicly denied in 
the squares and on the moors in and 
around Leeds by the opponents of 
Christianity, and the practical pulpit 
demonstration was intended as an an- 
sewer to tnere attacks. The preacher 
maintained that a miracle was merely 
an alteration of the established order 
of nature. He analyzed a quantity of 
common sugar, showing it to be com- 
posed only of carbon (or charcoal) and 
water. Man, he pointed Out, could eas- 
ily separate the constituents; but the 
wisest couid not put them together 
again. He also burned a ribbon of 
magnesium, explaining that in com- 
bustion it absorbed oxygen and formed 
magnesium oxide; but the result was, 
he sa.d, ar. inexplicable miracle. Other 
experiments of « simpler kind were 
shown.—{London Telegraph.

* Frightful Journey of Bearers in 
Party Bringing Remains Down 
Mountain Side Where Torrents 
Had Obliterated the Trail and 


SAN BERNARDINO, July 2.—The 
bedy of Walter Wheeler, the Covina 
rancher who was killed by lightning 
at the very summit of old “Grayback.” 
13,000 feet above sea level, was taken 
to his late home this morning. An 


- inquest over the remains wu held by 


Coroner Pitman at Redlands. _ 

The later accounts of the terrible 
fatality show that the difficulties ex- 
perienced by the relief parties in 
bringing the body from this inaccessi- 
ble spot through almost continuous 
hail storms are al nost in- 
describable. The corpse showed thut 
the fatal bolt had passed completely 
through the body, striking at the back 
of the neck between the shoulder 
Dlades and passing out at the groin. 
tearing the clothing into ribbons, 30 
that when found the body was naked 
with the exception of one shoe on the 
left foot. 

Grant, a relative of the dead 
man, was an eyewitness to the awful 
occurrence. He sta that or being 
Warned by the guide that 4 fierce 
storm was about to break, they de- 
cided to return to camp. He was in 
advance of Wheeler and the gulde, 
J. W. Dodd. ; 

Suddenly there was a crash 
thunder, and, looking back, he falled 
to see the guide, but Wheeler was de- 
scending slowly. and had stopped to 
examine a flower. A second or two 
later another crash made him look 
anxiously to the rear, and a horrify- 
ing spectacle greeted him. Wheetrr 
Was standing erect, in the midst of a 
bright sheet of fame. Grant rushed 
toward the stricken man, seeing him 
Tall. and, when he reac the body, 
smoke was issuing from his 8 
es and nostrils. 

He stooped, and, calling inte the 
ear of his friend, received no response, 
though the chest rose and fell once 
efter that.

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OPENING OF CAMPAIGN FOR 
TOWN DIVISION. 


_— 


Municipal League Unanimously 
Declares in Fever of Proposed 
Separation from Santa Monica and 
Petition Started for that Purpose. 
Eastern Star Members at Beach. 


OCEAN PARK, July 28.—The first 
gun for the division of Santa Monica 
and the creation of a Greater Ocean 
Park was fired tonight. The Municipal 
League of Ocean Park community, 
whose membership includes residents 
of South Santa Monica and Ocean 
Park City, met in Kinney Hall this 
evening. There was an attendance 
of about sixty taxvaying citizens and 
there was no lack of enthusiasm. The 
petitions for the division of Santa Mon- 
ica were read by Secretary W. H. An- 
@erson, and at the close of the meeting 
they were signed by practically all 
voters who were vresent. The proposal 
is to exclude from Santa Monica all 
that part of the city lying south of 


Strand street and west of Eighth 
street. 


Prefacing the introduction of the pe- 
tition, which will be presented to the 
Santa Monica City Trustees in about 
ten days, President A. R. Fraser, took 
the floor and said he had worked for a 
long time in the community for the 
division of the town. “We have no 
quarrel with Santa Monica,” he said. 
“So far as the north side is concerned 
it cannot hurt this place. It has many 
advantages as a home city, if properly 
managed and judiciously governed. 
The better-thinking people over there 
want to get rid of us. They say both 
places would be better off apart. Our 
interests are not identical.” 

After concluding his remarks Mr. 
Fraser asked all who were present and 
in favor of the division of the city to 
arise to their feet. All members of 
the league (except one Ocean Park 
man, who aid he had no right to 
vote,) arose. He then asked any who 
did not favor separation to stand up 
and be counted. Nobody stood. The 
petition for exclusion, to be effective, 
must contein 5 per cent. of the electors 
of Santa Monica. as shown by the last 
municipal election. The league ex- 
pects to have no difficulty in finding 
that many, and more. The petition 
will be presented to the Santa Monica 
Trustees, who will call an election. 
Should a majority of the votes cast in 
the territory fought to be excluded 
and also a majoritv in all of Santa 
Monica be cast in favor of exclusion, 
the territory in question its then no 
longer a part of Santa Monica, al- 
though olden to that city for its 
pro rata of the city's bonded indebted- 
ness. Should the election be favorable 
to exclusion, the excluded territory 
will then be in position to make appli- 
cation for annexation to Ocean Park, 
for which another special election will 
be required.
